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Residents fight plans to 
bulldoze estate garages

AFFORDABLE homes could be built 
on one of Haverhill’s estates - but 
only after garages are demolished 
to make room. 

Planning applications for proper¬ 
ties on Norton Road, Orford Road, 
Nayland Road and Ladygate, on the 
Clements Estate, were last week 
entered by Havebury Housing 
Partnership. 

But residents are outraged that 
they could lose their garages - and 
they say parking, which is already 
“atrocious” on the estate, will get 
worse. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor 
and ward councillor for Haverhill 
South, said: “The parking is atro¬ 
cious as it is. One resident said if she 
could not park near to her house, she 
would not feel safe - particularly 
with no streetlights if she was com¬ 
ing back late.” 

There are also fears about the prox¬ 
imity of the proposed buildings to 
existing homes and the “intrusive” 
effect it could have on home life. 

Andy Batchelor lives on Parkside, 
and has a double extension built on 
top of his house. The development 
for Orford Road means his bedroom 
window would face the kitchen win¬ 
dows in the new flats, he said. 

When given permission for his 
extension, he was told he would not 
have been allowed if there were 


other homes for him to look onto. 

“I would not have spent £40,000 on 
my extension if they told me a few 
years later I was going to face flats,” 
Andy said. 

“It is a real intrusion of privacy.” 

Lynn Jones, who lives next door to 
Andy, says her garden would be 
boxed in by the walls of the develop¬ 
ment. 

There are six flats and two houses 
proposed for Norton Road - and 14 
parking spaces will be lost. 

Plans for seven flats and 15 garages 
have been entered for Orford Road, 
and two flats and two houses are 
proposed for Nayland Road - with 
the loss of one parking space. 

None of the 12 spaces currently 
available at Ladygate will be retained 


if permission is granted for two 
houses to be built there. 

All of the remaining spaces will be 
used by residents moving into the 
new homes - not those who cur¬ 
rently rent garage space, or park in 
the surrounding area. 

Mark Turley, also of Parkside, and 
his wife, Nicola, organised a resi¬ 
dent’s meeting which was attended 
by nearly 100 people. They have been 
collecting objection letters to send to 
the borough council. 

The couple rent two garages from 
Havebury, and have parking spaces 
in front. 

Nicola said: “We would have to lose 
our cars, our motorbike, the kids’ 
push bikes and everything that’s in 
storage - or move away.”

Mark, who has lived on 
the estate for 18 years, is 
on-call 24 hours a day, 
and has to have fast access 
to his vehicle at all times. 

Tina Henderson, who also 
lives on Parkside, said that the char¬ 
acter of the estate will be affected if 
planning permission is granted 
because everyone will be fighting 
over the few available places left to 
park. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who represents 
Haverhill East, said: “Havebury have 
said they would come and consult 


before they do anything conten¬ 
tious,” he said. 

“It’s appalling, and their plans are 
causing a lot of distress.” 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive of 
Havebury, said some of the garage 
sites are “underused”, and so they 
have been explored for housing. 

She said: “While as yet we have to 
carry out a full public consultation, I 
would like to reassure residents that 
we will talk them through the plans 
in detail, and work with them to find 
alternative garage accommodation 
in the local area.” 

She said the plans were entered 
before a consultation was carried 
so that Havebury would 
not miss the opportunity to 
apply for a grant for the pro¬ 
posals. 

Havebury has also 
entered an application to 
build four houses and two 
flats on Cambridge Way. 
There are currently 17 
parking spaces on the site. 
This will be reduced to 10, all 
allocated for those moving into 

the new homes. 

A consultation is taking place on 
May 7 at Haverhill Arts Centre from 
3pm until 7.30pm. 

This event will give residents the 
chance to view the plans in full, and 
share their views on the proposed 
development with Havebury.

POTHOLES have become so severe on 
a Haverhill road that local people are 
calling for the council to adopt it. 

Quakers Lane, which is home to the 
town’s ex-servicemen’s club, leads 
right onto the High Street - but desp- 
site the central location, no repairs 
have been carried out for years. 

Steve Russell, club secretary, told the 
Weekly News that it would cost thou¬ 
sands for owners and users to repair. 

He wants Suffolk County Council to 
repair the road - but a spokesman for 
the county said the part of the road 
leading to Recreation Road and Mill 
Road is privately owned, and therefore 
not their responsibility. 

The council is now trying to estab¬ 
lish who owns that section of the road. 

Mr Russell, who has been club secre¬ 
tary for four years, said: “The potholes 
are so deep, it’s wrecking cars and put¬ 
ting people in danger.” 

Last year, a 75 ton delivery truck car¬ 
rying 100 beer barrels was forced to 
reverse onto the High Street in the ice 
and snow, instead of driving along the 
length of the road, Mr Russell said. 

“It was so dangerous,” he said. 
“Someone could have been seriously 
hurt.” 

The club, which has more than 1,100 
members aged between 18 and 96, 
hosts a range of activities including 
bingo and race nights, and also has a 


room available for functions. 

The condition of the road makes it 
difficult for members to get to and 
from the club and Mr Russell said 
members had been injured in the past 
as they tripped over potholes - includ¬ 
ing one who fell and broke a wrist. 

A spokesman for the county council 
said: “There is a process by which 
councils can adopt a section of private 
road but there are certain conditions 
that need to be met. 

“For example, the road needs to be 
brought up to an adoptable standard 


and it needs to serve the wider public 
- rather than just one private property. 

“The application also needs to be 
submitted by the registered landown¬ 
er.”

Itekking the distance of 
almost TWO marathons 


Denise Russell is preparing for the challenge of 
a lifetime. She talks to DEBRA FOX 


TAKING on a marathon in the name 
of charity is a big enough challenge 
for a lot of people. 

But how would you feel about walk¬ 
ing 50 miles - almost twice the dis¬ 
tance of a 26-mile marathon? 

Denise Russell, of Haverhill, has 
signed herself up for a charity trek, 
all in the name of the Alzheimer’s 
Society. 

In June, she will spend four days 
walking across Cornwall’s coast 
from Lizard Point to Land’s End. 

On one of the days, she will have to 
walk 20 miles in one sitting. She will 
also have to camp out every night, 
alongside around 100 other partici¬ 
pants. 

Denise, 45, said: “It hit home a bit 
because my partner’s mother has got 
Alzheimer’s. I thought ‘right, I can do 
this now’ and signed up. 

“My friend’s husband also suffers 
from Parkinsons, and as a result he 
has early onset dementia. 

“I’ve done lots and lots of training 
- but it’s going to be a big challenge.” 

Mother-in-law Jean, 84, went to live 
in a home shortly after Christmas 
last year. 

Denise decided to take part in the 


trek in August last 2013 - after she 
had lost a stone with Slimming 
World. 

Since joining the weight loss pro¬ 
gramme in June last year, she has lost 
3st 5lbs. 

The 45-year-old has three children, 
and two grandchildren. 

“I think my family were a bit sur¬ 
prised when I signed up because I 
was so early into my weight loss,” 
Denise said. 

“But now, they are really proud of 
me and have been sponsoring me.” 

Denise has to raise a minimum of 
£600 for the challenge, and is cur¬ 
rently at £270. 

Simmo’s Playzone is sponsoring 
Denise by running a raffle up until 
her trek in June.

15.

drugs 

WARRANTS have been 
executed and extra patrols 
have taken place in a bid to 
clamp down on drugs crime in 
Haverhill. 

At the last meeting of the 
town’s Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) residents voted 
for drug-taking and dealing 
openly in public, and clamping 
down on drug-fuelled assaults 
to be dealt with over the next 
quarter. 

Twenty patrols have taken 
place on the Recreation 
Ground and Castle Walk, two 
arrests have been made, six 
stop searches have been 
carried out and there have 
been three stop encounters. 

In relation to drug-related 
assaults on the Clements and 
Chalkstone Estates, four 
search warrants have been 
executed following 18 
uniformed and four plain 
clothed patrols. 

There have also been 12 
offences of possession of 
cannabis, three offences of 
possession with intent to 
supply drugs and two offences 
of possession of Class A 
drugs. 

Dealing with parking issues 
outside Haverhill’s schools 
was also voted in as a priority.

‘Town’s other estates 
should get help too’

A COUNCILLOR is calling for £200,000 
to be spent on EACH of Haverhill’s 
estates, after it was announced that the 
Clements is to benefit from the princely 
sum. 

As previously reported, residents living 
on the Clements Estate are being asked 
for suggestions to be made to 
Community Action Suffolk on how they 
would like to see £200,000 spent in their 
community. 

A presentation will then be made to 
the People’s Health Trust in August, who 
will make a decision on spending the 
money. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who represents 
Haverhill East on both St 
Edmundsbury Borough and 
Suffolk County councils said the 
news is “positive” for the 
Clements - but other estates 
need help too. 

“I am really glad for the resi¬ 
dents of the Clements for get¬ 
ting that money, and good 
luck to them,” he said. 

“But it would be good if the 
other estates had a similar 
amount of funding allocated to 
them.” 

The Chalkstone Estate falls into Cllr 
Brown’s patch - and he says there has 
not been money spent there for many 
years. 


The Parkway Estate, which is in the 
north of the town, would also benefit 
from an investment, he said. 

Cllr Brown added: “It would be good to 
make play areas for the children, 
upgrade the existing facilities and con¬ 
sult with residents about what they 
want. 

“I would like to see money spent on 
something that’s going to inspire the 
residents in the future, in some way.” 

Speaking at Tuesday’s town council 
meeting, Ion Eaton, of Community 
Action Suffolk, confirmed that only 
three areas in the whole county had 
been chosen for the project. 

The other two are Gainsborough in 
Ipswich, and Kirkley in Lowestoft. 

Mr Eaton added: “The money has 
been chosen to go towards places 
who have health inequalities 
and high deprivation levels.” 
Mr Eaton also said that 
Community Action Suffolk is 
looking to create a panel of 
residents to lead the ideas.

Damien Parker, parks man¬ 
ager for West Suffolk, told 
Tuesday’s council meeting 
that £70,000 “does not go very 
far for play equipment”, but 
best use will be made of infra¬ 
structure already standing. 

As previously reported, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is paying for the 
revamp through funds allo¬ 
cated in the 2012 Leisure 
Asset Review. 

The money is so far going to 
be spent on a relocated and 
redesigned park area, new 
equipment and better access. 

Mr Parker said: “The solu¬ 
tion we have set out in the

plans really gives us the 
opportunity to get the infra¬ 
structure right first time. 

“We want to make the best 
use of existing infrastructure 
on site, such as the kiosk, the 
band stand, the play area and 
the toilets.” 

Concerns were raised on 
Tuesday’s meeting about the 
lack of seating, the lack of 
lighting and the noise that 
could be generated by a zip 
wire proposed for the play 
area. 

Mr Parker explained that 
certain areas of the 
Recreation Ground need to be 
kept free for a range of events 
- such as the Summer Bash 
and fireworks night - and 
that the budget was not 


enough to pay for lighting. 

He also confirmed that 
Suffolk County Council will 
be widening the path through 
the green space to make room 
for cycling, so there may be 
opportunity there for more 
lights. 

Some of the kit proposed for 
the play area, he said, is suit¬ 
able for disabled children to 
use. 

Mr Parker added that the 
council hopes to get the work 
finished in time for the start 
of the summer holidays - but 
if there are several concerns 
raised by the public, the work 
will take place after the sum¬ 
mer. 

A period of consultation is 
now due to start with neigh¬ 
bouring schools, a borough 
council spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed.

New hospice centre 
gets ready for action

A NEW hospice centre will open 
in Haverhill at the end of the 
month, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

Patients and their families using 
St Nicholas Hospice Care services 
will no longer have to travel to 
Bury St Edmunds when the out¬ 
reach centre, which is running 
from the Burton Centre in Camps 
Road, opens its doors on May 31. 

Mandy Wilson, outreach 
centre manager, said the new 
facilities will benefit the whole 
community. 

“It’s going to make a big differ¬ 
ence,” she said. 

“I grew up in Haverhill, so it’s 
great to be able to do something 
for the community where I grew 
up.” 

The outreach centre will not 
offer any inpatient services, but a 
range of therapies, activities and 
other sessions will be on offer for 
those with life-shortening illness¬ 
es, and their families. 

There will be counselling, be¬ 
reavement support, faith net¬ 
works and group supports for 
patients, as well as carers. 
Meeting rooms, activities spaces 


and offices are also available. 

Twenty five per cent of all people 
using any St Nicholas Hospice 
Care services come from Haver¬ 
hill, Mandy confirmed. 

“We know for a fact a lot of peo¬ 
ple don’t travel from Haverhill to 
Bury St Edmunds,” she said. 

“The road is not very good, espe¬ 
cially if you’re not feeling your 
best. But now we’re in the town 
centre, and couldn’t ask for a bet¬ 
ter location. 


“We are very lucky with that.” 

As well as being a base for hos¬ 
pice services, the centre will also 
have a community room available 
for use. 

Some of the town’s Rainbows, 
Brownies and Guides already 
meet there, and other groups can 
get in touch. 

Mandy also confirmed the hos¬ 
pice is open to suggestions on 
what services it offers. 

She said: “We not just parachut¬ 



ing in from Bury St Edmunds say¬ 
ing ‘this is what we do’. 

“We want to try and work with 
the people of Haverhill to see 
what they, and the town, needs.” 

The hospice team are also still 
searching for volunteers - and 
anyone is welcome if they can 
provide a useful skill to the cen¬ 
tre.

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Our two little miracles 


Heartbreak turned to joy for Jessica 
and Jose Liht when, after seven years 
of trying, they finally became the 
proud parents to adorable twins. They 
tell how IVF has given them the family 
they always dreamed of.

IAN and Danielle Liht are quite the 
little charmers. 

Happily toddling around their 
Cambridge home - all bright eyes 
and cheeky smiles - the 17-month- 
old twins are impossibly cute. 

Currently going through an 
“adventurous” stage according to 
their mum lessica, their new favour¬ 
ite game is climbing; their little faces 
lighting up in pure joy as they clam¬ 
ber up on to the table, one after the 
other. “They always have to copy 
what the other one is doing,” lessica 
laughs, scooping them up on to her 
knee for cuddles. “If one of them is 
doing something, the other one 
wants to do it too!” 

“They are both completely differ¬ 
ent though,” she adds. “Dani is very 
feisty and clear, she knows what she 
wants, and Ian is more cuddly and 
chilled out.” 

Gazing at them adoringly, lessica, 


36, is the epitome of a besotted 
mummy, but after waiting nearly 
seven years for these kinds of 
moments, that’s really no surprise. 
“When I got to bring them home for 
the first time it was an amazing feel¬ 
ing, an indescribable feeling - of 
completeness and pure joy,” lessica 
smiles, wiping away tears as she 
remembers. “I felt like life had really 
begun.” 

Ian and Danielle were born on 
November 14, 2012 at the Rosie 
Hospital. It was an overwhelming 
moment for lessica and her husband 
lose, who, after five years of failed 
IVF treatment, had almost given up 
on their baby dream.

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weren’t desperate to have 
children straight away, we 
started trying,” explains 
Jessica. 

“It had been about a year 
and we hadn’t been able to 
conceive, so we went back to 
Mexico to visit family and I 
saw my gynaecologist just to 
check everything was OK.” 

Tests revealed that Jessica 
and Jose wouldn’t be able to 
conceive naturally. They were 
both heartbroken. “It was a 
big shock,” Jessica concedes. 
“You have your fantasy about 
what you want from life and 
you think having children is 
something so natural and 
straightforward, something 
which everyone does. You just 
presume it’s going to happen 
and is part of the plan.” 

Jessica and Jose returned to 
England, and, desperate to 
start a family, they begun to 
discuss other options. They 
started looking into IVF and 
eventually made the decision 
to have treatment at Bourn 
Hall in Cambridge, the 
world’s first IVF centre. 

It was a gruelling and emo¬ 
tional process, full of ups and 
downs. “It was very intense. 
The combination of hor¬ 
mones and emotional impli¬ 
cations means you can’t for¬ 
get you’re going through it. 
There are lots of injections, 
lots of blood drawn, checks 
and scans all the time. You 
just think about it constant¬ 
ly,” Jessica explains. 

“In my naivety I thought it 
would definitely work. I 
believed there was nothing to 
worry about - they’ll get his 
sperms and my egg and it will 
all be fine.” 

But it wasn’t to be. “When 
that first cycle failed I felt like 
my world was falling apart,” 
Jessica says. “I think that was 
the moment in my life when I 
felt the saddest.” 

Normally a positive and 
upbeat person, Jessica was 
inconsolable. “Jose was really 
worried about me because I 
would just stay at home all 
day, every day. It was 2008 
when the Olympics were on 
and that’s all I would watch 
all day. He would tell me to go 
out and I would refuse, I 
wouldn’t do anything. It was 
completely out of character.” 

Seven more cycles of IVF 
followed, but to no avail. 
Jessica tried to pick herself up 
after each disappointment, 
but the pain of seeing close 
friends and family bringing 
home their new-born babies 
was becoming too much to 
bear. “I’d been so friendly, so 
open and so forgiving, but 
suddenly I would feel jealous 
about things and couldn’t 
bear to see little babies or 
pregnant women,” says 
Jessica. 

“I got to a point where I 
started feeling terribly guilty. 
It was like: ‘I know I should 
feel happy for her, but I can’t, 
I just feel angry.’ I couldn’t 
help but think: ‘Why can eve¬ 
ryone have children and I 
can’t?’ 

“I’ll never forget this one 
day; it was May 10, Mother’s 
Day in Mexico. I was at work 
and one of my students asked 
if she could leave early. I 
asked her why and she said 
she was pregnant and was 
booked in to a clinic to have 
the pregnancy terminated. It 
was the day I found out my 
cycle had failed. 

“I was professional and said 
the right things but then the 



moment she left - just think¬ 
ing about it makes me sad -1 
started crying, it was awful. 
All I could think was: ‘Why do 
some silly 15-year-olds get 
pregnant so easily, because 
they have unprotected sex 
and are acting on impulse, 
but we can’t?’ 

“Jose was so supportive,” 
Jessica smiles. “He knew 
exactly how to support me 
and cared for me amazingly. 
It brought us closer together.” 

She adds: “I’m quite a prag¬ 
matic person, so if you tell me 
I can’t have children, then 
that’s fine, I’ll deal with it. I’ll 
be sad but I’ll be OK. But it 
was the not knowing which 
was just awful.” 

Jessica likens the emotions 
she felt with each failed cycle 
to grief. “My counsellor Linda 
- an amazing woman, who I 
have huge respect for - used 
to tell me, if you have a mis¬ 
carriage, you lose a child and 
people say how horrible that 
is, but here it wasn’t quite a 
miscarriage, it wasn’t quite 
losing a child, but you’re los¬ 
ing potential babies. You feel 
like you have lost something 
which is so dear to you, even 
though you don’t know it,” 
says Jessica. 

The couple eventually got to 
a point where they thought 
enough is enough, and decid¬ 
ed to take a break from the 
treatment. They travelled, 
started training for a triath¬ 
lon and just did their best to 
keep their minds off IVF. 

“I couldn’t take it anymore; 
I felt exhausted. I think I 
needed that year, to give up 
and just relax. I focused on 
other things and even consid¬ 
ered a life without children -1 
had a life plan.” 

A year later, Jessica and Jose 
returned to Bourn Hall rein¬ 
vigorated to give IVF one last 
go. The fresh cycle of IVF pro¬ 
duced two good embry¬ 
os which were both 
transferred to the 
womb (“I went in 
with really low 
expectations, I | 
was much more 
relaxed,” Jessica 
says). They took 
a pregnancy test 
two weeks later, 
and it delivered the 
news they had been wait¬ 
ing so long to hear - Jessica 
was pregnant. 

“I did another pregnancy

test a week later and it was 
positive again, I just couldn’t 
believe it was happening,” 
she laughs. ’’After so many 
years you lose hope and 
expectation. Of course I 
wanted it to be true but I con¬ 
vinced myself that it wasn’t to 
avoid further disappoint¬ 
ment.” 

How did they feel when they 
found out they were having 
not one, but two babies? 

“Disbelief was the first emo¬ 
tion. We couldn’t believe 
there was one, let alone two. I 
felt immensely lucky,” Jessica 
says. 

The pregnancy was not 
without its scares. Jessica had 
two major bleeds, and was 
terrified she had miscarried. 
“There was always some¬ 
thing in the back of my mind 
saying: ‘If something goes 
wrong here, then I will never 
have children.’ It was impos¬ 
sible to fully relax after going 
through everything we’d 
gone through.” 

There were further compli¬ 
cations during the birth. 
Danielle and Ian were born 
two minutes apart and both 
were tiny: Ian weighing 2.4 
kilograms and Danielle just 
1.4. Ian was able to come 
home but Danielle had to stay 
in hospital for two-and-a-half 
weeks, which, Jessica says, 
felt like an eternity. 

“I was like: ‘For God’s sake, 
can’t anything be straightfor¬ 
ward?”’ she says. “But I think 
I knew she would always be 
OK and when she did finally 
come home, I felt complete.” 

Today, the twins are thriv¬ 
ing; happy, healthy and quite 
a handful. 

Is parenthood everything 
Jessica had hoped for? 
Definitely,” she smiles. “My 
favourite thing has been see¬ 
ing them develop and create 
their personalities. 

“It’s really amazing how 
you can love two 
human beings so 
much. When people 
said in the past: 

I ‘You’ll only under- 
I stand when you’re 
a mum’ and now I 
know what they 
meant by that - the 
feeling of completion 
and pure love. 

“You know you would do 
anything for these two little 
creatures. It’s so intense and 
amazing.”

IF you enjoy your music slightly off the 
beaten track, you should definitely be 
keeping an eye on the latest cornex: 
discover concerts; a new strand of 
quirky, non-mainstream programming, 
writes Andrew Burton. 

Next up in the series (we've already 
had The Tyburn Tree from John Harle 
and Marc Almond) is an obscure 
multimedia concert by music ensemble 
Icebreaker. 

They're bringing Kraftwerk Uncovered: 
A Future Past to the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on the final date of their 
hugely successful spring tour. 

Last year, the box office at London's 
Tate Modern went into meltdown, 
such was the demand for tickets when 
German techno pioneers Kraftwerk 
announced a string of dates; their 
first in almost a decade. They were to 
perform eight live shows, one album per 
night, beginning with 1974's Autobahn 
- the recording that put them on the 
map, influencing scores of bands and 
musicians. The chaos paid testament 
to the enduring legacy of a band 
whose radical experimentation with 
synthesisers created a soundtrack for the 
digital age. 

The shows were perhaps the most 
talked about of the year, with critics 
unanimously agreeing that - more than 
four decades since forming - Kraftwerk 
remain as captivating as ever. 

It makes sense then that Icebreaker, 
one of the UK's most dynamic 
contemporary music groups, should 
choose to reimagine the work of this 
iconic band. 

For this UK tour, they turn their 
attention to Kraftwerk's early recordings, 
retracing the steps to the band's origins 


in free jazz and a more acoustic sound 
that preceded the techno-futurist albums 
that followed. 

By reflecting on the transition from 
their earlier work to the legacy of their 
later albums, Icebreaker updates the 
Kraftwerk story, presenting a full history 
of this seminal band. 

For Kraftwerk Uncovered: A Future 
Past, Icebreaker collaborates with 
German composer, producer and sound- 
scapist J Peter Schwalm, and London- 
based visual artist Sophie Clements, 
together with Berlin-based visual artist 
Toby Cornish. 


"Our focus is on Kraftwerk's early, 
semi-improvised music that combined 
acoustic and electronic instruments,'' 
explains Schwalm. "And its relationship 
to their career-defining albums from 
Trans Europe Express to Computer 
World. Where Kraftwerk's aesthetic 
moved ever closer to the 'man machine' 
we aim to adopt a more 'retro-futurist' 
approach to find the 'human' inside the 
machine, beginning with Ralf Hutter and 
Florian Schneider's own early albums."

BLUE RUIN (IS, 90 mins) 
SPUR-of-the-moment actions speak 
louder than carefully chosen words 
in Jeremy Saulnier’s impeccably 
crafted second feature. 

Indeed, when the bedraggled 
hero of Blue Ruin is finally put 
on the spot and forced to justify 
his actions, he apologises for his 
poor articulation and squirms, 
marinading in the sweat of his 
mounting discomfort. 

From its striking opening 
shot of a man languishing in a 
bath, Saulnier's revenge thriller 
establishes a deceptively slow and 
steady pace that belies the nerve- 
shredding tension beneath the 
surface. 

Once the first drop of blood is 
spilt - and it's a stomach-churning 
spray of glossy claret - we're 
completely in the writer-director's 
vice-like grip, unable to take our 
eyes from the screen as his tense 
game of cat and mouse reaches its 
shocking yet emotionally satisfying 
denouement. 

The lean 90-minute running time 
is perfectly judged - any longer and 
our nails would be gnawed down to 
the cuticle. 

Macon Blair delivers a riveting 
central performance as homeless 
drifter Dwight, who lives in a rusted 
blue Pontiac parked down by the 
beach. He scrounges for scraps of 
discarded food in dumpsters and 
occasionally breaks into vacant 



homes to savour a splash of hot 
running water. 

One unremarkable morning, 
Dwight is shepherded into the local 
police station where Officer Eddy 
(Sidne Anderson) delivers some dire 
news. 

"He's going to be released," she 
says solemnly. 

It transpires that Will Cleland 
(David W Thompson), the man 
who is serving time for murdering 
Dwight's parents, is poised to 
re-emerge into the outside world. 

Eddy's revelation shakes Dwight 
out of his self-pitying fug. 

He tidies his appearance and 
drives back to West Virginia to 
wait nervously outside the prison 
and watch as Will emerges from 
incarceration into the care of his 
mother Kris (Eve Plumb). 

Dwight's quest to dole out what 
he perceives as justice to Will 
and his hillbilly brethren imperils 
Dwight's estranged sister Sam (Amy 
Hargreaves) and her two children. 

Thankfully, old school pal Ben 


(Devin Ratray) has a stash of 
firearms and some pithy words of 
wisdom about killing in cold blood. 

"No big speeches," he advises. 
"You point the gun, you shoot the 
gun." 

Anchored by a tour-de-force 
central performance by Blair, whose 
mournful stare instantly curries our 
sympathy, Blue Ruin breathes new 
life into a well-worn genre. 

Flashes of macabre humour, 
reminiscent of the early Coen 
brothers, allow us to pause for 
sharp intakes of breath between 
meticulously staged set pieces 
including an altercation in a diner 
toilet and a night-time stand-off 
with two merciless members of the 
Cleland clan. 

Saulnier makes every cent of his 
$1 million budget count including 
some horribly convincing make-up 
effects as Dwight incurs life- 
threatening wounds that could 
derail his twisted crusade. 

Our wincing is nothing compared 
to his screams of on-screen anguish. 
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Fending off 

badgers 


WALKING up my garden a few weeks ago, I 
discovered great clumps missing from my lawn, 
and that the resulting holes had been used as 
some sort of animal toilet. 

I live in a fairly rural area, and was soon told the 
likely culprits were badgers, territorial creatures 
which have no problem 
digging under fences to forage 
for food in my - and many 
other people's - prized grass. 

"They are the JCBs of 
the animal world, built for 
digging," says Jack Reevey, 
media adviser of the charity 
Badger Trust (www.badger. 
org.uk). "It's very difficult to 
deter them. If you try to fence 
them out, it would have to be 
a very strong chain link fence 
rather than chicken wire and 
you would have to dig it 2ft 
down because they can burrow under fences. The 
fence also needs to be higher than 3ft or they'll 
climb over it." 

Pungent scents such as Olbas oil or citronella 
can deter them, he notes, but such scents will 
have to be re-applied regularly because they 
evaporate or rain simply removes them. If you 
are fertilising flower borders, avoid adding fish, 


blood and bone to them as its scent attracts them, 
along with the rich, loamy soil which is a haven 
for worms. "Although badgers are timid creatures, 
light doesn't particularly worry them and they get 
used to other distractions such as scarecrows or 
sonic devices," he notes. "Noise doesn't worry 
them either. I've heard of setts 
being made under train tracks 
and of one instance where 
a sett was found under the 
runway of an RAF airbase." 

If you have a particular patch 
of lawn where the badgers 
are feeding, you can place a 
piece of chicken wire on the 
offending area, pegging it down 
strongly, and let the grass grow 
through it. It should deter the 
badgers, who don't like getting 
their claws caught in the wire 
mesh. 

Lawns in good condition, particularly if they are 
well drained and free of moss, are also less likely 
to suffer, the Trust says. 

The RHS advises replacing damaged turf by 
re-sowing with grass seed or laying turf in April. 
They add that improved aeration and drainage 
of a lawn will reduce the insect larvae burden 
too. Also the removal of moss and overhanging

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vegetation which both contribute to damp areas. 
Generally well drained and well aerated lawns are 
less attractive to insects as an egg laying site so 
less larvae result. 

A badger's diet consists of around 50% worms 
and the rest is made up of leatherjackets, which 
are larvae of the cranefly, chafer grubs and other 
insect larvae, the majority of which can be found 
in lawns and short grass. 

In the vegetable patch, they love carrots but I've 
heard they don't like parsnips or beetroot which 
you can plant to keep them away, and some 
gardeners put out peanuts (which they are fond 


of) in the hope it will distract them from more 
precious garden crops. 

They will also eat flower bulbs, fruits and 
vegetables, and seasonal availability of these 
foods will often mean badger activity fluctuates 
with the time of year - my own badger problem 
tends to happen in winter and spring, with Reevey 
says is common. 

With all this advice in mind, always seek 
advice before taking any action. Many badger 
conservation groups have a lot of experience in 
dealing with problems caused by badgers and 
your local group may be able to provide advice.
